BANK BOOK I 
ODUM TRAILER 


Deputies Search Home 
of Aged Man Ac- 
cused in Fire Deaths 
of Two Neighbors. 


A bank book reportedly be- 
longing to Julius A. Friedmeyer, 
who was killed in a fire on July 
22, was found yesterday in the 
trailer of Tad (Pete) Odum. 

The bank book was discovered 
by Jefferson county sheriff's 
deputies after a search warrant 
had been issued by William B. 
Milfelt, prosecuting attorney. 

Odum, who claims to be 99 
years old, was arraigned yester- 
day in Hillsboro on charges of 
murder and arson in connection 
with the deaths of Friedmeyer, 
82, and Charles Van Damme, 84. 

A preliminary hearing for 
Odum was set for Aug. 20 by 
Magistrate H. Glenn Weber of 
Jefferson county. 

The bodies of Friedmeyer and 
Van Damme were found in their 
log bungalow near De _ Soto. 

_The bungalow had been severely 
| damaged by fire.

on Housing, to amend H.R. 8181 
and H.R. 8190. They would have

The vacancy ratio has_ in- 
creased 40 per cent since last 
year, and for all apartment pro-

’ Suburbs Must Face Impact 


Of Big Population Growth 


By EDWARD COWAN 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (UPI)— 
America’s suburbs, having be- 
come ‘“‘the dominant characteris- 
tic of our civilization,’”’ must 
face up to absorbing ‘“‘the full 
impact of our huge population 
growth,” an expert predicts. 

As they do so, they will be- 
come congested and costly, he 
expects. 

Behind the trend toward the 
suburbs, William L. C. Wheaton 
finds, is that fesidence in subur- 
bia “has become a symbol of 
middle-class status. It has be- 
come a way of life which best 
expresses our materialistic 
ideals, our frontier love of open 
space, and our new concern with 
leisure and the good life.” 

Wheaton is director of the In- 
stitute of Urban Studies of the 
University of Pennsylvania and 
president of the National Hous- 
ing Conference. He discussed the 
future of the suburbs in “What 
Next For The Cities?’’ in the con- 
ference’s 1959 yearbook, just pub- 
lished. 


In the next 20 or 25 years, 
Wheaton forecast, the suburbs 
will expand from their present 
50,000,000 residents to perhaps 
150,000,000. 

Eventually, however, the shift 
away from the older, central cit- 
ies to the outlying areas may be 
stopped, he said. The suburbs 
will become more costly places

to live, which will reduce their 
relative attractiveness. 

“The suburbs will lose the open 
space that now helps to make 
them attractive. As they become 
more densely developed their 
costs will rise, while amenities 
decline,” Wheaton added. 


“Transportation expense wil! 
increase steadily. Commuting 
costs are already rising sharply. 
They will continue to rise as fur- 
ther shifting from rail transit to 
the. automobile increases the 
costs of highways, intensifies 
their congestion, and necessi- 
tates ever higher taxes to pro- 
vide improved highways. 

Wheaton sees these rising costs 
coinciding with another kind of 
obstacle to residence in suburbia. 
“Presumably,” he asserts, “that 
time will come when each metro- 
politan area is surrounded by sol- 
id suburban development for a 
distance of 10 to 20 miles, or 
even 30 to 40 miles. Suburban 
growth is now making a sham- 
bles of the countryside. 


With the suburbs “becoming 
an asphalt jungle laced with 
highways penetrating the forests 
of hot dog stands, and gas sta- 
tions and the fields of lookalike 
homes,”’ Wheaton continued, ‘‘our 
population may discover that the 
pursuit of open space by 100,000,- 
000 people is costly, if not un- 
obtainable. By then, perhaps, 
there will be some attraction 
holding people in the metrop- 
olis.”’

Rural Area 
Realty Boom 
Continues 


KANSAS CITY, Mo.—A nation- 
wide boom in the sale of rural 
real estate continued unchecked 
through the first half of 1959. 
Virgil R. Langford, executive 
vice-president and general mana- 
ger for United Farm Agency, 
whose home offices are here, 
said last week that the com- 
pany’s sales for the first six 
months showed a 45.48 per cent 
gain over those for the same 
period last year. Total volume 
for the period was nearly $24,- 
000,000, the realtor added. 

Missouri, United’s bread and 
butter state, was responsible for 
the largest number of individual 
sales, but California was ahead 
in gross more than $1,000,000. 
Arkansas was third in volume, 
with Wisconsin, Oregon and 
Michigan next in that order. 


The surge in agricultural real 
estate has enabled the company 
to establish new volume records 
every month in 1959, and statis- 
tict show that a large percentage 
of the properties sold are in- 
tended as _ retirement places, 
recreational spots, or as retreats 
for people who simply want to 
get away from the frustrations 
of life in the cities, Langford 
said. 

Langford observed that ap- 
proximately 20 per cent of the 
buyers purchased their land for 
money-making farm or ranching 
operations. Many of these are 
also. buyers hoping to take an- 
vantage of the capital gains 
clauses of income tax laws. 

While the demand for land, and 
prospective buyers, come from 
all parts of the nation in addi- 
tion to the Ozarks, one of the 
hotttest spots currently holding 
the lead in the interest of poten- 
tial land owners, includes the 
Southwest—this to such an ex- 
tent that United was pressed into 
opening a new branch office in 
Dallas. 

An analysis of United’s inquir- 
ies from prospective buyers 
showed that they continue nearly 
30 per cent over last year. Lang- 
ford points out. This has led 
company officials to forecast that 
the steadily increasing interest 
plus related factors may bring 
the land boom to a number of 
previously undeveloped areas. 
Also, he adds, the company is 
envisioning its first $50,000,000 
sales year for 1959. 

The problems of financing the 
rural real estate purchases, one 
of the most important factors in 
such sales, has not been a great 
stumbling block to United’s busi- 
ness. ‘“‘We are not affected by fi- 
nancing conditions too much,” 
said Langford. “‘A large percen-

Here is the text of President Eisenhower's television and 

radio address last night on labor reform legislation: 

MY FELLOW AMERICANS— 

I want to discuss with you tonight an issue of great importance 
to every man, woman and child in this nation. It is above any 


partisan political consideration.

I speak of labor reform leg- 
islation, 

In these few minutes I hope 
to place before you some salient 
facts affecting this matter so 
that you may more fully under- 
stand what is at stake. 

This nation needs a federal 
law to meet the kind of rack- 
eteering, corruption, and abuses 
of power disclosed in many in- 
stances by the Senate investi- 
gating committee headed by 
Senator McClellan. For two 
years, I have advocated such a 
law. 

For many months, newspa- 
pers have carried extensive ac- 
counts of racketeering and cor- 
ruption in labor - management 
matters. Many of you have ac- 
tually witnessed disclosures of 
this corruption on television in 
your own homes. It is a na- 
tional disgrace. 


THE LEGISLATION we need 
has nothing to do with wages— 
or strikes or problems we nor- 
mally face when employers and 
employees disagree. Nor am I 
talking of any new approach to 
collective bargaining. Nor about 
any labor-management philos- 
ophy. I am talking about a re- 
form law—a law to protect the 
American people from _ the 
gangsters, racketeers, and other 
corrupt elements who have in- 
vaded the labor - management 
field. 


You know, a great deal is be- 
ing said and written about this 
subject. We hear one bill called 
a “weak” bill — another, a 
“strong” bill—and so on. The 
American people are not inter- 
ested in adjectives—or in labels. 
They are interested in a law 
which will eliminate the abuses. 

I want only effective protec- 
tion from gangsters and crooks 
for the people of America — 
for the men and women who 
labor with their hands, their 
minds, their engeries, to make 
America a better place for 
themselves and for their chil- 


ren. 
We all know that only a rela- 
tively small minority of indi- 


‘ viduals among unions and em- 


ployers is involved in corrupt 
activities. We know that the 
vast numbers of employers and 
union officials are honest, and 
deplore corruption as much as 
you and I deplore it. 

But any corrupt minority is 
too large. 

The damage that such a mi- 
nority does to working men and 
women, and to the American 
public cannot be tolerated. 

After all — employers and 
unions operate in this field un- 
der the sanction and protection 
of federal law. The people very 
properly look to their govern- 
ment to pass effective laws to 
stop abuses. 

TO DATE, legislation to cor- 
rect these deplorable conditions 
has not been enacted. Mean- 
while the evidence of abuses has 
continued to mount before con- 
gressional committees. Chief 
among the abuses from which 
Americans need protection are 
oppressive args of coercive 
picketing and secondary boy- 
cotting. 

Take a company in the aver- 
age American town—your town. 
A union official comes into the 
office, presents the company 
with a proposed labor contract, 

and demands that the company 
rel sign or be picketed. The 
company refuses, because the 
employees don’t want to join 
that union. And remember, the 
law clearly gives employes the 
right to have or not to have 
that union — clearly a_ basic 
American right of choice. 

Then what happens? The union 
official carries out the threat 
and puts a picket line outside 
the plant—to drive away cus- 
tomers—to cut off deliveries. In

The blackmail picket line 
and the secondary boycott 
cannot possibly help the work- 
ing men and women of 
America. 

Another important problem is 
that of the so-called ‘‘no-man’s 
land.” Under existing law, the 
states have practically no au- 
thority over labor cases, accord- 
ing to Supreme Court decision. 
Here,.then, is a typical ex- 
ample of what happens in this 
situation. A labor dispute oc- 
curs at a small plant. The 
union—or the employer—goes to 
the federal labor board. The 
board says the case is too small 
for federal action—because it 
has only a small effect on inter- 
state commerce. Then, the 
union, or the employer, goes to 
state officials, who can’t do 
anything because the states have 
no authority. That leaves the 
worker and his employer in this 
“‘no-man’s-land’”’— cut off from 
federal or state help. 
WHAT IS THE resuit? The dis- 
puting parties have no recourse 
to law. So, all too often, the 
dispute is ‘‘settled’”—if we can 
use such a word—by force, by 
a test of strength between them 
—with damage to both and the 
community. 
I want the “no-man’s-land”’ 
abolished, because I believe that 
small unions and small business 
have rights, just as everyone 
else. I want to give the states 
authority to deal with cases the 
federal board cannot and should 
not handle and, by all means, 
we must not bring every case 
to the federal level, as some 
have proposed. In this kind of 
situation the states can act more 
promptly and more effectively 
than can the Federal Govern- 
ment.

the individual rights of union 
members—within their unions.

Resume Nuclear Tests? 
Senator Anderson’s prediction that the

This country should not take lightly its 
herence to a United Nations resolution of 
December calling on the three nuclear powers 
to agree on a tests cessation plan and to ab- 
stain from tests while negotiations were in 
progress. The progress at Geneva may be 
slow and small, and Soviet insistence on a 
veto of inspections, or other measures which 
would render a compact meaningless, may 
prevent eventual agreement. Nevertheless, 
some points have been agreed on, and the 
possibilities of agreeing on the crucial points 
that remain have not yet been exhausted. So 
authoritative a source as Foreign Secretary 
Selwyn Lloyd of Britain judges that matters 
still to be discussed “will take some time.” 


About the prediction by the New Mexico 
Senator who heads the Joint Committee on 
Atomic Energy there is an ambiguity far 
from usual with him. Is Senator Anderson 
giving the Russian delegation at Geneva a 
psychological push to get on with their work? 
If so, well and good. Or is he sending up a 
trial balloon to ascertain reaction to possible 
resumption of United States tests when the 
self-imposed ban for a year, announced last 
August by President Eisenhower, ends with 
the end of October? 


It seems clear to us that the hopes of the 
vast majority of the people in every civilized 
country of the world would be cruelly dashed 
by any nation’s resumption of testing, at least 
until the last opportunity for success at Gen- 
eva had been exhausted. It seems clear to 
us, too, that unless the nuclear arms race, 
with all its dangers to mankind from tests 
and poisonous fallout, can be curbed at the 
present sittings, it may well grow worse, and 
perhaps beyond expectation of control.

St. Louis’s 
bridge was built to be free and it was free 
from its opening until the depression of the 
30s, when a toll was put on to help meet the 
costs of unemployment relief. That was a 
span of 15 years. 


The people of St. Louis built a bridge of 
their own to break the monopoly of private 
ownership which charged bridge tolls so high 
that they did damage to the business life of 
the community. There can be little doubt 
that the costs were more than returned to 
St. Louis in increased trade and the free ex- 
change between those who live on the two 
sides of the Mississippi.

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Our New Approach to Russia 


WASHINGTON— 


N DECIDING TO GO TO WESTERN EUROPE before Mr. 
Khrushchev comes to Washington, the President is acknowledg- 
ing that he is off on a new course which needs to be explained 
to his allies. While exchange of visits has the formal approval 
of Western Europe, it is evident that only the British are pleased.

On the 
crudest level, that he will not 
betray their interests by making 
a deal behind their backs, no 
assurances of good faith are 
needed. The assurances will no 
doubt be given but in our alli- 
ance it should not be necessary 
to proclaim our good faith again 
and again. 

It is like expecting the Chief 
Justice to declare every few 
months that he does not rob the 
Treasury of the United States. 
Indeed, this country would be 
entitled to distrust an ally who 
suspects and questions our loy- 
alty and good faith. 


Bonn and Paris Veto. 


The real causes of anxiety in 
Europe are not so easy to re- 
move. That is because these 
face-to-face talks will, unless 
they are broken off by an unto- 
ward and unexpected event, 
mean a different method of deal- 
ing between the Western world 
and the Soviet Union. This dif- 
ferent method must subtly but 
substantially reduce the influ- 
ence of Paris and of Bonn. 

We have been negotiating as 
one of four Western powers, the 
others being Great Britain, 
France, and West Germany. This 
collective form of negotiation 
has meant that nothing could be 
talked about with the Russians 
which did not have the previous 
approval of the four Western 
allies. The allies have had to be 
united 


es 
This has meant that they have 
had to be unanimous. This 
meant that each had a veto on 
all the others. The doors were 
closed to exploratory exchanges 
of views which ordinarily must 
precede negotiations. 


Eisenhower’s Scope. 


This was in part because none 
of the foreign ministers, and, of 
course, least of all Mr. Gromyko, 
had authority to talk freely. But 
it was also because the rule of 
unanimity gave to Dr. Adenauer 
and to Gen. De Gaulle a veto 
over Western policy. 

In the two-power talks, the 
President will not have author- 
ity to negotiate for the Western 
alliance. But he will have au- 
thority to talk about anything 
he sees fit to talk about.. The 
veto on exploratory talks which 
prevailed at the level of the for- 


eign ministers in Geneva will 
not prevail in the Eisenhower- 
Khrushchev parleys. 

This marks a big change. It 
is brought on by the fact that 
these. parleys will be bilateral 
and not multi-lateral and that 
they will be conducted by the 
heads of the two most powerful 
governments. 

There is a report that after his 
visit to this country, Mr. K. will 
visit his Chinese ally in Peiping. 
If this is true it is very inter- 
esting. For it would show that 
China is very much in the minds 
of the Soviet leaders, and it may 
indicate that the Eisenhower- 


Khrushchev parleys will be glob- | 


al in scope, and not concentrated 
upon the details of a provisional 
arrangement about West Berlin. 


Reasons for Truce. 


If there is in the making, as 
there may be, a truce without a 
settlement, it will be due in the 
main, of course, to a mutual 
recognition that as the President 
once said, there is no alterna- 
tive to peace. Nuclear war is 
intolerable to all, and so-called 
limited war in any vital spot is 
bound to carry with it the risks 
of total war. 

But that is not the whole of 
what is pushing Moscow and 
Washington towards a _ truce. 
There is also a realization that 
as they concentrate all their 
energies and so much of their 
resources on hostility to one an- 
other, each is neglecting its in- 
terests elsewhere. 

The Soviets are committed to 
a seven-year plan of industrial 
development which would be 
ruined by war, which is severely 
burdened by the armaments and 
by the prospect of a still greater 
and more costly competition in 
arms. 

What is more, the burden of 
the seven-year plan plus the 
growing burden of armaments 
prevent the Soviet Union from 
contributing to China what is 
needed to nourish the Soviet- 
Chinese alliance. 


Big Republican Prize. 


We, too, are finding the cold 
war increasingly burdensome. 
President Eisenhower knows 
that while his vetoes can be 
upheld this year, in the years 
to come the welfare measures 
are certain to be voted. 

Moreover, we are beginning to 
realize that in our preoccupation 
with the cold war in Central Eu- 
rope, we have been neglecting 
our very important interests in 
Central and South America. 

It may all come to nothing, as 
I suggested above. There may 
be an explosion of some sort 
somewhere which will renew the 
feeling of hostility. But if the 
talks take place and if they pre- 
pare the way for more talks, 
the President and Mr. Nixon 
have probably brought off for 
the Republican party and for Mr. 
Nixon as its candidate a politi- 
cal coup of the first magnitude. 

They have pre-empted the is- 
sue of peace which is, in terms 
of national voting, far and away 
the greatest political prize.

‘POWER STRUGGLE 


ON FARMS STRESSED 


Growers Also Urged to 
‘School Selves’ in Money 
Management. 


America’s farmers are ‘“‘en- 
gaged in a power struggle,” 
Carroll P. Streeter, editor of 
Farm Journal, said today at! 
Hotel Sheraton-Jefferson. 


Addressing about 500 persons 
at a conference of the Produc- 
tion Credit Association, Street- 
er said the outcome of the 
struggle will ‘determine who 
will call the tune. for farmers.” 

Organized labor, the federal 
government, non-farm business- 
es and farmers themselves “are 
in contention for the title farm 
king,”’ he said. 

Streeter advised farmers that 
their best weapon is a new 
type of co-operative—one which 
will “limit its membership to 
those solid, solvent operators 
who are willing to produce a 
top-quality product.” 

Modern agriculture is de- 
manding more and different 
kinds of credit, Harold A. Miles, 
director of short-term credit 
service of the Farm Credit Ad- 
ministration, said today. 

The rapidly increasing vol- 
ume of business of the Produc- 
tion Credit Association and the 
Federal Intermediate Credit 
Banks is putting considerable 
pressure on the capital struc- 
tures of these institutions, Miles 
stated. 

Féderal Intermediate Credit 
Banks act as credit wholesalers 
for the production credit asso- 
ciations, obtaining loanable 
funds from the nation’s money 
markets, he said. 

Farm credit officials from 
Missouri, Arkansas and Illinois 
are attending the two-day meet- 
ing, which opened yesterday at 
Hotel Sheraton-Jefferson. 

The production credit associa- 
tions, Miles continued, are lim- 
ited in what they can lend 
farmers by a ration of their net 
worth to their debt obligation, 
not to exceed 10 to 1. Some 
associations are rapidly ap- 
proaching that limit, he de- 
clared. 

Farmers in the three states, 
Miles asserted, must continue to 
invest more money in stock of 
their local production credit as- 
sociations in order to guarantee 
them continued supply of credit 
during the years ahead. 

At a session yesterday, Charles 
N. Shepardson, a member of the 
board of governors of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System, said farm- 
ers should ‘‘school themselves in 
money management,” if they are 
to make a success of today’s 
modern farm operation. 

“Despite the terrific expansion 
in need both for investment and 
operating capital on the modern 
farm in recent years, few farm- 
ers have the financial back- 
ground and experience to plan 
their own needs most construc- 
tively,” Shepardson said. 

He suggested a “package 
lender,” one who can arrange 
and supervise the farm unit’s 
entire line of long- intermediate- 
and short-term requirements. 


POLIO CASES AT 1959 HIGH 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (UPT) 
The Public Health Service re- 
ported today that there were 
183 cases of paralytic polio in 
the week ending Aug. 1 — a 
record high for the year. In 
the previous week, there were 
177 cases reported. 

The latest report brought the 
total number of paralytic cases 
to 1316 for the year, compared 
to 579 during the same period 
in 1958.

CLARENCE DERWENT, ACTOR, 
THEATRICAL LEADER, DIES 


NEW YORK, Aug. 7 (AP)— 
Clarence Derwent, actor and a 
leader in the theatrical profes- 
sion, was found dead yesterday 
in his Manhattan hotel apart- 
ment. He was 74 years old. 

At his death he was president 
of the American National Thea- 
ter Academy. He had been presi- 
dent of Actors Equity Associa- 
tion from 1946 to 1952. 

Mr. Derwent was born in Lon- 
don. He was the donor of the 
Clarence Derwent award pre- 
sented in New York and London 
to those deemed to have created 
the best supporting roles. His 
first stage appearances were in 
England in the early 1900s. 
Eventually he came to New 
York and continued a long ca- 
reer as an actor and producer. 


His last appearance on the stage | 
was in “The Madwoman oi | 
Chaillot” here in 1948.

He was arrested last May in 
Camden, N.J,, and has been in 
jail there since. He waived ex- 
tradition yesterday and agreed 
to come to New York. 

Carbo arrived here accompan- 
ied by five detectives. After be- 
ing booked at the Beach Street 
Station, he was, taken in a van 
to the Criminal Courts Building. 
Neatly dressed, he smiled for 
photographers but refused. to 
talk. 


In asking for high bail, Assist- 
apt District Attorney John G. 
Bonomi described Carbo-as a 
‘top-drawer racketeer” and the 
‘leading underworld figure in 
boxing, where racketeers pre- 
dominate and control.” 

“He is a figure more power- 
ful than any promoter or any 
manager in the fight game,” 
Bonomi said. ; 

Earlier in the day, Vincent J. 
Velella, the Harlem attorney v-ho 
took over control of Rosensohn 
Enterprises, Inc., responded to 
a grand jury subpena and ap- 
peared before the boxing grand 
jury.

Abundant Talent 


A second pro football league, 
though obviously an energetic 
and expensive undertaking, is 
considerably more logical than 
a third major league in base- 
ball. So much easier to 
achieve, too, because the play- 
er supply is ample. 

In baseball, St. Louis or any 


market for young talent, could 
give a $100,000 bonus to .a.high 
school or even college gradu- 
ate with little certainty the boy 
ever would be a big leaguer. 

For one thing, as Eddie Dyer 
noted here this week, statis- 
tics show that a young baseball 
prospect requires on the aver- 
age three and one-half years’ 
experience before he’s ready 
for the majors. 


In football, though, thanks to 
the ‘‘farm system” afforded by 
the colleges, many graduating 
seniors are capable enough to 
play professionally and capably 
at once. A new league wouldn’t 
be as strong as the National 
at first, of course, but because 
both leagues would be getting 
their players from the same 
stockpile and with the same 
experience, the second league 
soon might be able to com- 
pete equally. 

What if it didn’t? That need 
be no catastrophe. The sug- 
gested third major league 
seems to feel it needs to mus- 
cle into the present baseball 
picture to achieve stature, and 
it probably does. But in foot- 
bali there are more than 
enough ready-made big-name 
stars of the campus, enough 
varied All-America selections, 
to give a second major league 
the necessary glamor. 


A second pro football league 
would have to set up player- 
draft procedures, of course. If 
a common draft could be 
achieved peaceably with the 
National League, both the old 
league and the new would save 
considerable money. 

If not, well, right now the 
probable No. 1 prize next De- 
cember in the football draft 
figures to be Don Meredith, 
Southern Methodist’s sensa- 
tional passer. Can you see 
Hunt letting the Chicago Bears 
or any other N. F. L. team out- 
bid Dallas for the home town’s 
fair-haired boy?

THIS IS the story of the five 
little Dickersons and how they 
grew, with the sounds of 
Mama’s vocalizing as a lullaby 
and the sight of Mama off to 
music lesson or singing date a 
familiar one. 

This summer has brought a 
new adventure to the clan, who 
range in age from 8 months to 
9 years. For Mama is a mezzo 
soprano in the Municipal Opera 
chorus and all five came along 
with her from their home in Oli- 
vet, Mich., to spend the summer. 
With their baby sitter, Martha 
Vos, a college student, they’re 
at home in a seven-room apart- 
ment at 702 Eastgate avenue, 
University City. 

To Ann Dickerson, there’s 
nothing odd about this. She 
loves her family and she loves 
to sing, so why sacrifice one 
for the other? It’s all a part 
of the double dream of family 
and career she has had since 
childhood. 


Fortunately, James Dickerson 
agrees. When he and Ann mar- 
ried 10 years ago—when she 
was still in her middle teens— 
they wanted a big family. 
James, a building contractor, 
isn’t musical, can hardly sing 
a note. But if Ann wants to 
continue with her music, that’s 
fine with him. And if the only 
way she can sing in the Muny 
—which she considers best in 
the country—is to bring the 
children along, that’s all right, 
too. Just so they get back to 
Olivet pretty soon. 

So James loaded the family 
car with Ann, Martha, the chil- 
dren — Teresa, 9, Jeffrey, 4, 
Denise, 3, Jason, 2, and Jamie 
Ranae, the baby—along with 
toys, books, the parakeet, and 
Timmy, the teddy bear, and 
brought them down at the first 
of the season. He has been down 
to visit on a weekend and will 
come back to get them when 
the last performance is over. 

Meanwhile, he bought a sec- 
ond-hand car for Ann so she 
could get from apartment to 
opera and take the family on 
outings on her rare days off. 
With a busy rehearsal schedule 
as well as the nightly perform- 
ances, she is gone most of the 
24 hours, so Martha serves as 
the major domo. 

Called “Marty” by the children, 
whom she had never seen before 
she was hired by Ann, the 
blonde, pleasant Olivet College 
student is obviously adored by 
her charges. She is also obeyed, 
and quickly. 

The children have been taught 
from babyhood to co-operate with 
their mother’s career, and they 
are an amiable crew.

she normally has a cup of coffee 
with the other singers, and the 
household is quiet when she lets 
herself in about midnight. 

The whole family went to hear 
her once, occupying free seats, 
but even from their lofty, far- 
away perch, the Dickersons were 
certain they picked out “‘Mom- 
my” in the chorus and proceed- 
ed to call to her. “Mommy” 
didn’t hear but Marty did and 
she has not taken the entire 
brood back again.
